OBSERVATIONS. 


ANDID  and  liberal  as  I have  expe- 


rienced  the  public^  and  fortunate  as 
my  fuccefs  has  been  in  adminiftering  the 
Vegetable  Syrup  of  De  Velnosy  there  are 
difficulties  in  my  way,  of  which  I daily 
feel  the  inconvenience:  and  I adt  againft 
prepoffeffions,  which  integrity  and  merit 
may  not  remove.  Fir  ft.  The  genuine 
Recipe  has  ever  been  a fecret.  Secondly, 
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-Its  power  and  efficacy  have  occafioned  the 
fufpicion  of  mercury.  And,  thirdly.  It  is 
ufed  in  fuch  a variety  of  cafes,  as  to  incur 
imputations  j-uftly  affixed  to  univerfal  re-, 
medies. 

I am  willing  to  meet  thefe  difficulties,, 
or  any  others  that  can  be  fairly  adduced. 
And  if  I do  not  remove  them,  I muft 
fuffer  in  the  opinion  of  the  intelligent 
reader ; whofe  opinion  alone  I value. 

The  reafon  of  Mr.  De  Velnos  for  pre- 
ferving  the  Recipe  a fecret  was — that  of 
private  advantage  ; corroborated  by  the  au- 
dacious pretenfions  of  his  perfidious  agents : 
who  imitated  the  preparation,  and  took 
out  patents  for  thofe  imitations. 

It  is  known  to  perfons  of  the  firft  credit 
and  character  in  this  country,  that  after 
obtaining  , full  fatisfadlion  on  the  efficacy 
and  exclufive  pofleffion  of  the  recipe  in 

F rith- 
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Frith-ftreet,  I purchafed  it  for  Four 
Thoufand  Pounds.  To  fecure  my  owft 
property,  I was  under  the  difagreeable  ne- 
ceffity  of  expofing  the  fraudulent  preten-- 
fions  of  Burrows,  Hodfon,  Baylls,  and 
Moulfdale ; who  vended  pernicious  pre- 
parations under  fimilar  names  : arid  I take 
every  occafion  to  warn  the  public,  that  the 
genuine  Syrup  of  De  Velnos’  can  be  pre- 
pared only  by  me. 

It  may  be  lamented,  a medicine  of  fuch 
reputed  efficacy  ffiould  remain  a fecret. 
And  I have  received  a meflage  from  the 
Solicitor  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phylicians, 
fignifying  their  defire,  from  the  general  ac- 
count of  its  effects,  it  might  be  examined 
for  infertion  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
College  confounded  the  genuine,  with  the 
fpurious  fpecification  of  Burrows,  to  ob-* 
tain  a patent.  On  my  explaining  the  error 
B 2 to 
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to  the  Solicitor,  they  did  not  infert  the 
fpurious  fpecification  from  the  Patent  Of- 
fice ; and  they  could  not  apply  to  me  for  a 
recipe  which  has  ever  remained  a fecret. 
The  mode  to  lay  it  open  would  be  by  an 
application  to  Parliament,  which  I have  no 
reafon  for  making,  belides  the  public  fa- 
tisfadlion : and  Parliamentary  finances  are 
too  deeply  engaged  for  political  meafures, 
to  allow  any  provifions  for  the  public 
health. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  mufl  therefore  re- 
main under  the  difadvantage  of  fecrecy ; 
balanced  by  that  confidence  which  is  daily 
encreafing  by  its  effedls ; and,  I hope,  not 
injured  by  the  pretenfions  of  its  proprietor, 
to  honour  and  integrity. 

But  many  of  the  moft  powerful  medi- 
cines in  ordinary  practice,  are  in  effedts, 
fecrets.  Though  the  general  ingredients 

of 
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of  Dr.  James’s  Powder  are  known,  the 
mode  of  preparation  is  a fecret.  The 
Bark,  Caftor  Oil,  and  all  the  ftrong  and 
effedlive  chemical  medicines,  are  known  to 
be  fo*  adulterated  and  imitated  as  to  be  in 
effedl  noftrums  : but  their  general  tendency 
are  underftood,  and  they  are  prefcribed. 

Indeed,  if  a phyfician  were  to  prefcribe 
only  thofe  medicines  whofe  ingredients  he 
was  acquainted  with,  he  would  nearly  an^ 
nihilate  his  pradlice.  And  yet  this  is  the 
pretended  objed:ion  of  fome  phyficians  to 
prefcribing  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup.  They 
fay,  We  know  nothing  of  its  com-^ 
ponent  principles ; and  therefore  cannot 
anfwer  for  its  effedls!”  What  do  they 
know  of  the  component  principles  of  Mer- 
cury, Antimony,  Opium,  and  Hemlock  ?— ^ 
Juft  as  much  as  they  do  of  the  Vegetable 
Syrup ; for  chemdftry  will  furnifh  them 
B 3 with 
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with  equal  information  on  all  thefe  fub- 
jedts.  But  phyficians  never  recommend 
medicines  from  a knowledge  of  component 
principles ; they  are  determined  merely  by 
effedls.  And  a phyfician  who  would  con- 
fefs  himfelf  ignorant  of  the  effedls  of  Vel- 
nos’  Vegetable  Syrup,  would  be  convidted 
of  a fpecies  of  ignorance  which  Ihould  dif- 
qualify  him  from  pradtice,.  Jf  the  effedts 
are  falutary,  and  to  be  obtained  only  by  ad- 
miniftering  it:  of  what  confequence  can 
it  be,  either  to  the  patient  or  the  pradti- 
tioner,  that  the  ingredients  are  not  known, 
or  that  they  are  prepared  by  Mr.  Swainfon, 
and  not  by  unknown  laws  of  nature  in  gar- 
dens or  mines  ? 

This  is  the  reafon  that  phyficians  and 
furgeons  of  the  firft  charadler  prefcribe 
it ; as  they  do  any  article  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, of  whofe  effedls  only  they  are 

judges. 
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judges.  Hardly  a week  has  elapfed  in 
this  feafon  without  my  having  a patient 
from  Dr.  Warren  or  Mr.  John  Hunter, 
• Will  it  be  imagined,  that  the  general 
nature  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup  is  not  un- 
derftood  by  its  effeds  ? Or,  if  its  being 
a fecret  medicine,  necelTarily  implied  dif- 
honour  in  its  preparation,  a man  of  Pr, 
Warren’s  judgment  and  medical  Ikill 
would  recommend  it,  as  I know  he  does, 
to  delicate  female  patients  of  the  highell 
ranks ; and  configned  to  me  difeafed  fub- 
jedls,  where  the  llighteft  metallic  impo- 
fitions  would  be  fatal  ? I .could  put  fimilar 
queftions  on  the  credit  of  the  following 
phyficians,  who  have  fent  patients  to  me : 
not  in  conditions  of  defperation,  or  on  for- 
lorn hopes ; hut  with  candid  .opinions  of 
its  innocence  and  efficacy,  and  with  direc- 
B 4 tions 
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tions  and  information  which  did  them  ho- 
nour as  praftitioners  and  men.

I have,  therefore,  at  this  time  to  con- 
tend only  againft  the  interefted  infinuations 
of  fome  low  praftitioners  among  fargeons 
and  apothecaries ; who,  in  knowledge,  and 
the  preparation  of  paltry  or  adulterated 
drugs,  ffiould  be  ranked  with  rat-catchers. 

It 
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It  is  by  the  whifpers  of  fuch  reptiles,  in 
credulous  and  ignorant  families,  the  moft 
improbable  of  all  opinions  is  in  any  .degree 
fjftained,  that  the  power  and  efficacy  of 
the  medicine  are  owing  to  mercury. 

It  is  known  at  this  time,  to  fome  thou- 
fands  in  London,  that  the  ingredients  of 
the  medicine  are  very  nurnerous ; and  from 
a view  of  my  laboratory,  it  is  feen  the  pro- 
cefs  is  tedious  and  laborious.  I have  made 
many  improvements  in  that  procefs,  from 
a knowledge  of  chemiftry,  which  my  pre- 
decelTors  did  not  polTefs ; and  the  effedt  is 
acknowledged  in  the  fuperior  efficacy  and 
elegance  of  the  medicine.  To  what  pur- 
pofe  would  be  fuch  trouble,  if  a vehicle 
only  were  to  be  prepared  for  mercury  ? And 
why  fhould  mercury,  in  my  hands,  cure 
difeafes  which  it  will  not  effedl  in  thofe  of 
others  ? Dr.  Warren  and  Mr.  John  Hun- 
ter, 
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ter,  or  any  of  the  phyficians  I have  named, 
underftand  the  operation  of  mercury  in  all 
its  applications.  They  know  that  a ran- 
dom and  indifcreet  ufe  of  it  is  fatal.  And 
would  they  confign  their  moft  opulent  and 
beft  patients  to  that  danger,  in  the  ufe  of 
Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup,  if  they  fuppofed 
it  contained  mercury  ? 

But  every  chemift  mull,  or  may  know, 
it  does  not.  Dr.  Watfon,  bilhop  of  Lan- 
daff,  and  Dr.  Hinchliffe,  bilhop  of  Peter- 
borough, Dr.  Ainllie,  the  late  profelTor  of 
chemillry  at  Cambridge,  Dr.  Spencer  Ma- 
dan,  prebendary  of  Peterborough,  have  re- 
commended the  medicine  with  a vvarmth 
which  has  given  offence  to  interelled  prac- 
titioners ; and  I might  not  have  taken  the 
liberty  of  mentioning  them,  if  the  pen  of  fa^ 
tire  had  not  pointed  them  out  in  publications 
of  very  extenfive  circulation.  It  is  my  duty 
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to  attempt  dbing  juftice  to  the  motives  of 
their  recommendation.  A gentleman  of 
high  charadler  and'  learning,  in  the  Uni- 
fity  of  Cambridge,  had  fcorbutic  ulcers 
which,  in  the  common  treatment  by  mer- 
cury, brought  on  hedlic  and  confumptive 
lymptoms  of  the  moft  fatal  kind.  The 
Faculty  having  'taken  leave,  and  the  laft 
ceremonies  of  religion  being  in  view — the 
bifhop  of  LandafF,  wifhing  to  catch  at  any 
hope  of  faving  his  friend,  did  me  the 
honour  of  writing  to  me ; and,  on  my 
opinion,  the  Syrup  was  adminiftered ; ref- 
cued  the  patient,  and  reftored  him  to  full 
health.  From  that  moment,  his  Lordlhip 
became  the  decided  and  warm  friend  of 
the  medicine : and  I take  this  public  op- 
portunity of  bearing  my  grateful  teftimony 
to  the  uncommon  patience  and  humanity 
with  which  he  has  received  and  anfwered 

the 
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the  numerous  applications  and  letters  fent 
to  him  on  the  fubjed:  of  it.  I need  not 
inform  the  reader,  that  his  Lordlhip  is  a 
chemift ; and  that  It  is  not  very  pradica- 
ble  to  pafs  a mercurial  impofture,  for  a ve- 
getable preparation,  on  his  numerous  and 
valuable  friends. 

On  expreffing  his  furprife  at*  its  efficacy, 
and  intimating,  that  his  friends  had  doubts 
which  he  had  not^  I offered  to  fhew  his 
Lordfhip  the  recipe : and  my  confidence  in 
his  honour  may  be  judged,  when  I fo- 
lemnly  declare,  I fhould  not  think  myfelf 
indemnified  for  publifhing  it,  by  a fum  lefs 
’ than  twenty  thoufand  pounds.  He  waved 
his  hand  jocofely, — No,  no ; I have  no 
doubts  on  the  lubjed ; and  I will  not 
accept  your  confidence,  left  I fhould  be 
tempted  to  quit  the  bifhoprick,  and  ad- 
minifter  the  medicine.’’ 


The 
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The  folicitude  to  extend  its  benefits  to 
the  afflicted  by  the  bifhop  of  Peterborough, 
by  Mrs.  Hinchliffe,  by  Dr.  Spencer  Ma- 
dan,  &c.  &c.  may  furnifh  medical  venom 
for  the  fhafts  of  fatire ; but  the  fuccefs  of 
their  humane  interpolitions,  and  the  mo- 
tives impelling  them,  leave  that  within  the 
bofom  which  fatire  cannot  reach  ^ and  I 
will  not  difcredit  it  by  my  feeble  defcrip- 
tion  or  praife. 

Dr.  Ainllie,  not  only  recommended  it  to 
his  friends,  but  in  public  ledlures  at  Cam- 
bridge, bellowed  on  it  the  higheft  praife  as 
efficacious  and  vegetable. 

Thefe  tellimonies  may  be  fufficient  to 
remove  the  effedis  of  interelled  malignity, 
on  ignorant  and  credulous  minds.  But  I 
will  add,  that  one  of  the  firft  Commoners 
in  Great  Britain,  in  point  of  property  and 
and  talents,  I mean  William  Pultney,  Efq. 

has 
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has  paid  particular  attention  to  the  Veget- 
able Syrup;  and,  by  his  delire.  Dr.  Black 
of  Edinburgh  did  me  the  honour  of  calling 
on  me,  and  alked  feveral  queftions,  which 
I Juppofed  to  be  previous  to  an  analyzation 
of  the  medicine ; as  he  took  a quantity  with 
him.  I alfo  fuppofe  that  he  was  fatislied, 
as  I have  lince  had  a civil  melTage  from 
him : and  the  reader  will  perceive,  by  the 
following  cafes,  Mr.  Pulteney  omits  no 
opportunity  of  recommending  the  medicine. 

It  is  not  neceffary  to  inform  the  learned 
reader,  that  lince  the  death  of  Bergman, 
Dr.  Black  ftands  foremoll  on  the  lift  of 
philofophic  chemifts ; and  that  the  lirft 
difcoveries  in  air,  were  made  in  Britain  by 
Dr.  Black ; which  have  lince  been  ex- 
panded with  fo  much  eclat  by  Dr.  Prieft- 
ley,  Mr.  Cavendilh,  Monfieur  Lavoilier, 
&c.  &c. 


ley. 
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. But  I will  relate  a prefumptive  proof, 
which  will  carry  the  force  of  demon- 
ftration. 

Some  of  the  cures  related  in  the  follow- 
ing pamphlet,  were  performed  on  perfons 
whofe  literary  accomplifhments,  though  of 
the  very  firft  order,  conftitute  only  their 
fecondary  claims  to  the  admiration  and  at- 
tachment of  their  friends  : and  that  I have 
been  the  inftrument  of  faving  them,  is 
among  the  firft  fatisfaftions  of  my  life. 

. Relief  in  the  utmoft  extremities,  occa- 
fioned  by  mercury,  and  adminiftered  by  a 
vegetable  preparation,  directed  their  atten- 
tion to  the  general  praftice  of  phyfic } 
which  they  perceived  to  avoid  the  ufe  of 
vegetables. 

• A fociety  was  therefore  formed,  who 
propofed,  as  a general  objeft,  to  fubftitute 
vegetable  for  metallic  remedies,  in  all  the 

procelTes 
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proceffes  where  mercury,  fteel,  lead,  &c. 

are  ufed, — and  the  firft  trials  were  made 

on  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup.

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perate  kind,  in  the  various  afHiftions  where 
mercury  and  the  Vegetable  Syrup  have 
been  long  in  competition ; and  the  me- 
dicine was  ordered  for  the  patients  by  one 
of  the  Society. 

I fliould  obferve,  that  Dr.  Dale  was  in- 
vited into  the  Society ; not  only  to  diredl 
the  proceffes,  but  to  affift  in  detecting 
any  poffible  deception  in  the  preparation 
or  adminiftration  of  the  medicine.  The 
Dodtor,  having  leen  and  heard  of  the  ef- 
fedts  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup,  made  no 
fcruple  in  giving  his  opinion  that  it  con- 
tained mercury;  but  with  the  liberality  of 
a great  and  honeft  mind,  he  now  makes  no 
fcruple  to  declare  he  was  wholly  miftaken. 
The  effedls  of  their  experiments  may  be 
feen  in  the  cafes,  publiihed  on  their  au- 
thority. And  they  will  have  the  more 
weight,  when; it  is  confidered,  they  were 

under 
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undertaken  on  this  condition ; that  the 
Society  was  at  liberty  to  take  any  mode  of 
trying  the  nature,  as  well  as  the  efficacy, 
of  the  Vegetable  Syrup ; and  that  if  they 
found,  proofs  from  analyfis,  reafons  to 
think,  or  grounds  of  fufpicion,  that  mer- 
cury or  antimony  were  blended  with  the 
Syrup  by  me,  on  any  oCcaJionSy  they  would 
annex  thofe  proofs,  reafons,  or  grounds  of 
luipicion  to  the  public  cafes. 

The  affiduous  and  ingenious  humanity 
with  which  Dr.  Dale  conduced  thefe  ex- 
periments, greatly  engaged  the  attention  of 
the  fociety ; - and'  it  is  to  be  hoped,  his 
found  learning,  llerling  merit,  and  con- 
fcientious  practice,  will  attrad:  from  the 
public  the  illuftrious  notice  they  deferve. 

To  terminate  all  real  grounds  of  fufpicion 
on  this  fubjed,  I will  inftrud  any  gentle- 
man, or  any  furgeon  or  apothecary,  ac- 
C 2 quainted 
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qualnted  with  the  elements  of  chemillry, 
in  a certain  and  alrnoft  inftantaneous  mode 
of  difcovering'  the  f772alleji  quantity  of  me- 
tallic preparation  intermixed  with  a veget- 
able fyrup.  I have  been  obliged  to  give 
particular  attention  to  fuch  a mode,  as  the 
imitations  and  adulterations  of  my  medi- 
cine, by  adventurers,  agents,  &c.  are  numer- 
ous, artful,  and  perplexing. 

The  only  remaining  objedlion,  of  any 
weight,  in  my  knowledge  is,  that  the 
Vegetable  Syrup  is  recommended  for  fo 
many  difeafes,  as  to  be  fubjedl  to  'the  im- 
putations on  univerfal  remedies. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  of  De  Velnos  is  a 
remedy  only,  njohere  morbid  matter  has  hem 
retained^  repelled^  or  introduced  into  the 
lymph.  This  effedt  may  take  place,  by 

various  caufes  obftrudling  perfpiration,  by 

contulions  or  other  injuries  ^ and  by  the 

_ . intro- 
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introdudlion  of  virus  of  various  forts,  by 
means  of  the  abforbent  veflels. 

When  the  lymph  is  rendered  impure,  the 
glands  are  foon  affedled  in  the  mefentery, 
in  the  lungs,  in  the  liver,  in  the  ftomach, 
in  the  neck,  &c.  &c.  and  diforders  of  fatal 
tendency  take  place,  to  which  phyficians 
have  given  various  names  : but  the  reader 
will  perceive  they  are  branches  from  the  fame 
evil  root ; and  that  the  Vegetable  Syrup, 
while  it  may  cure  difeafes  fo  apparently 
different,  as  palfy  and  confumption ; or 
while  the  public  faith  may  be  ftartled  at 
feeing  cafes  in  dropfy,  fcrophula,  cancer, 
rheumatifm,  gout,  &c.  the  medicine  is  in 
fadl  diredied  only  to^  one  objedl:  that  of  ex- 
pelling morbid  matter  from  the  lymphatic 
fyftem ; or,  in  language  more  intelligible, 
reftoring  the  falutary  purity  of  all  the 
juices,

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I fhall  endeavour  to  render  this  fad  in- 
telligible to  every  attentive  reader  in  the 
following  publication,  by  tracing  the  various 
diforders  I have  occafion  to  mention,  to  a 
common  origin. 

It  is  by  an  attention  to  this  circumftance, 
that  I am  enabled  to  give  advice ; and  while 
common  pradlitioners  are  employed  on 
different  fymptoms,  I have  the  general 
happinefs  of  taking  away  the  fource  of  va- 
rious and  melancholy  evils  in  the  conftitu- ' 
tions  of  Engliflimen.

C A S E I. 

THE  GA.SE  OF  THE  REVEREND  MR.  GREEN,  OF 
HVNTINGDON, 

O N G the  numerous  inftances  of  the  efficacy 
of  the  Vegetable  Syrup,  the  cafe  of  Mr. 
Green,  though  important,  might  probably  never 
have  been  inferted,  if  Mr.  Perry,  furgeon,  of  Argyle- 
fkreet,  had  not  obferved  it ; and  with  that  friendly 
zeal,  which  feems  to  be  his  difpofition,  inferted  an 
account  of  it  in  the  public  papers.

took  place ; that  he  had  been  under  the  care  of  Mr. 
Bromfield,  an  erqinent  furgeon,  who  had  treated 
him  with  Iklll  and  humanity  ; that  he  had  confulted 

Dr, 
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Dr.  Warren,  who,  with  his  ufual  judgment,  thought 
topical  applications  alone  would  not  efFecSt  a cure  ; 
and  that  he  had  obtained  the  full  approbation  of  Dr. 
Warren  and  Mr.  Bromfield  to  enter  on  a courfe  of 
Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup.  The  efFe6i:  of  the  medi- 
cine was  fo  fudden  (as  is  fometimesthe  cafe)  that  in 
fix  days  the  ulcerous  appearance  of  the  leg  wa» 
greatly  amended. — To  be  certain  that  a change  fo 
allonilhing  was  efFe(?l:ed  by  the  fyrup  alone,  he 
omitted  it  for  a few  days,  when  the  ulcer  Ihewed 
evident  difpofitions  to  degenerate  into  its  former 
condition.  On  refuming  the  medicine,  found  gra- 
nules of  fleih  appeared,  the  wound  was  healed,  and 
the  leg  has  remained  found  ever  fince. 

I had  gre^t  fatisfa6lion  at  the  time  in  refeuing 
from  mifery  fo  worthy  and  valuable  a man  as  Mr. 
Green  ; and  I acknowledge  with  thankfulnefs,  his 
unwearied  afliduity  in  extending  to  others  the  be- 
nefit he  has  received  from  the  medicine.

compreflion,  and  obftruftion  of  numerous 
kinds ; from  difficulties  in  the  paflage  of 

the 
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the  blood  at  the  extremities  of  the  arteries  i 
from  its  thicknefs,  vifcidity,  mixture  with 
heterogeneous  or  virulent  matter;  and  va- 
rious other  alterations.  Thefe  alterations 
generally  commence  in  that  liquid  called 
the  lymph ; which  conveys  to  the  blood 
and  habit  almoft  all  the  good  and  evil  it 
can  receive. 

It  is  by  its  operation  on  the  lymphatic 
fyftem,  and  purifying  what  are  called  the 
juices — that  the  Vegetable  Syrup  proves 
a medicine  of  fuch  extenfive  effefts. 

Under  this  article,  fome  fpecies  of  cu-^ 
taneous  eruptions  are  clafied.

and  even  madnefs  in  fubjefts  of  great  fenfi- 
bility.  Purges  may  draw  humours  fron^  the 
ikin  into  the  habit ; but  never  evacuate  them. 

D I would 
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I would  wifli  parents  to,  obferve  in 
time,  that  maladies  of  the  fkln  are  often 
fymptoms  of  obftruftlons  in  the  glands 
beneath  it;  in  the  lungs,  the  vifcera,  or 
the  mefentery.*— The  medicine,  by  its 
effects  on  the  lymph,  refolves  thele  ob- 
ftruftions. 

I have  obferved  in  moifl:  and  cold  fum- 
mcrs,  cutaneous  dilbrders  have  been  epi- 
demic. Perfons  of  dry  habits  are  teafed 
chiefly  by  itching  eruptions ; thofe  of  fpongy 
habits,  by  humid  puftules.  Some  have  a 
malignant  kind,  with  hard  tumors  under 
the  Ikin,  and  fwellings  of  the  glands ; par- 
ticularly of  the  arm-pits.

I muft  charge  the  reader  to  remember, 

that 
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that  no  external  remedies  be  ufed,  until 
the  humours  are  purified  by  the  Syrup.

Michael  BALLARD,  aged  twenty-four,  by 

trade  a baker,  was  affliiSked  two  years  ago  with  a 
difeafe,  for  which  he  was  under  the  care  of  a fur-

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geon.  When  he  thought  himfelf  well,  a hard 
reddifh  tumor,  attended  with  much  pain,  appeared

AND  TAKEN  DOWN  BY  DR.  DALE. 

Augull  I,  1786. 

Sarah  CHESSON,  of  Princes-ftreet,  Lambeth, 
aged  twenty-two,  the  wife  of  a waterman,  was  af- 
fli£led  with  a leprous  eruption  at  the  age  of  ten, 
for  which  flie  had  confiderable  quantities  of  medi- 
cine, which  have  had  the  efFe61:  of  removing  it,  but 
it  always  returns  after  a few  months.  She  was  laft 
of  all  in  an  hofpital,  from  whence  Ihe  came  out  ap- 
parently well ; but  in  three  months  it  appeared  again. 
The  eruption  now  occupies  both  arms,  and  both 
legs,  and  feveral  other  parts  of  her  body. — Examined 
Nov.  7,  1786  almoft  well. 
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In  this  Cafe^  Dr,  Dale  dejired  the  attention  of  the 
Society  to  the  faUsy  that  the  patient  had  been  cured  more 
than  once  by  the  ufe  of  mercurials^  or  the  common  method ; 
and  that  the  difeafe  returned^  often  aggravated ; as  he 
had  found  it  in  his  practice.  He  had  no  doubt  at  the 
examination^  Nov.  7,  but  a few  bottles  would  effe£l  et 
cure  : hut  he  fuppofed  the  difeafe  would  return,  The 
cure  was  effected  by  a few  bottles,  and  a twelvemonth 
after  the  patient  came  to  Mr,  Swainfon  with  fpots  on  her 
arm,  as  the  Pkyfcian  had  foretold ; but  they  were  few 
and  mild,  and  fhe  had  never  been  fo  long  free  from  them 
before, — They  were  removed  by  a few  bottles  ; and  a 
fmall  quantity  Spring  and  Autumn,  will  keep  the  patient 
clear  to  the  end  of  life.

cines ; and  in  the  September  of  the  fame  year,  he  was 
fo  reduced  as  to  be  incapable  of  walking  without 
afliftance.  When  he  entered  on  a courfe  of  Velnos’

About  two  years  ago  a very  large  fwell- 
ing  on  one  fide  the  neck  appeared,  and  produced  a 
very  large  wound,  which  induced  the  parents  again 
to  put  him  under  the  care  of  a furgeon  at  Hertford, 
who  attended  him  many  weeks,  and  performed  feveral 
operations  on  the  part ; at  length  the  fore  was  healed, 
and  the  child  put  upon  a courfe  of  bark,  which 
feemed  to  flrengthen  his  conftitution,  and  for  about 
nine  months  he  was  free  from  any  return  of  the  fwell- 
ings  ; at  that  time,  which  I believe  was  in  the  fpring 
of  the  year  1739?  another  wound  broke  out  in  the 
neck,  and  a gathering  appeared  above  that.  Under 
thefe  circumflances,  through  the  recommendation  of 
Dr.  Madan,  you  was  fo  kind  as  to  offer  your  advice 
and  the  ufe  of  your  medicine,  the  Velnos’  Vegetable 
Syrup  gratis.

In  one  of  your  letters  you  defired  mq  to  give  you 
an  account  of  the  cure  of  John  Weatheril,  of  this 
parifh,  which  I herewith  fend  you,  either  for  your 
own  private  ufe  or  that  of  the  public.

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ftaiices  unfit  for  food,  head-achs,  palpita- 
tions, and  faintings. 

* In  thefe  cafes,  aftringents  of  the  mfldefl: 
kind  produce  confumption.  I never  knew 
a girl  efcape  death,  from  the  common 
treatment  of  apothecaries,  by  the  bark, 
and  what  they  call  ftrengthening  medi- 
cines. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  gently  evacuates 
the  humours,  and  removes  the  obilruftions 
to  the  defired  difeharge. 

But  the  moft  numerous  clafs  of  patients, 
in  this  complaint,  confifts  of  women,  who 
are  irregular,  from  the  approach  of  the

The  Vegetable  Syrup  meets  it  in  the 

fyftem : 
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lyftem:  carries  it  off  at  the  evacuating 
veffels;  and  the  diforders  difappear,  of 
which  it  is  the  origin. 

As  the  treatment  in  all  cafes  of  this  nature 
are  peculiar,  I lhall  fave  trouble  to  the  af- 
flifted  and  myfelf,  by  mentioning  the  pe- 
culiarities.

Mary  LEWELYN,  lately  a fervant  to  Mrs. 
Farren,  Monmouth-ftreet,  Bath,  took  a violent  cold 
in  December  1784,  which  occahoned  a total  Sup- 
preflionof  the  Menfes,  attended  by  oedematous  fwell- 
ings  of  the  legs  and  feet.  Indurations  appeared  in. 
various  parts  of  the  body,  refembling  boils  covered 
with  leprous  fcales  v^hich  fell  olF,  and  were  fucceeded 
by  others,  tier  appetite  and  ftrength  declined,  and 
her  condition  became  extremely  wretched.  She  had 
been  attended  by  a phylician,  and  by  two  eminent 
furgcons  at  Bath  ; and  fhe  had  tried  the  waters  with 
no  beneficial  efFedl.  In  this  miferable  ftate  fhe  was 
recommended  to  the  Infirmary  at  Brifiol,  as  to  the 
iafl  afylum  of  defpairing  wretchednefs,  when  fhe  was

^IP^HE  reader  wUl  obferve,  that  I do 
not  wifh  to  involve  myfelf  in  the 
bufinefs  of  Inoculation,  or  the  treatment 
of  the  Small- Pox,  I have  already  more 
fubjedls  of  attention  than  are  confiftent  with 
any  hopes  of  quiet  and  leifure. 

My  Hints  to  Families^  on  the  prefent 
management  of  this  difeafe,  has  occafioned 
a general  alarm ; and  to  fave  the  trouble  of 
numerous  applications  at  my  hojufe,  I will 
introduce  here  a fevy  explanatory^  obfervar 
fions  and  cafes. 

When  the  matter  of  the  Small  Pox  has 
taken  effedl- — rthe  objefts  of  every  reafon- 
qble  pradlitioner  are,  to  corred:  the  acri- 
mony of  the  humours ; to  proinote  eruption

arid  fuppuration,  by  gentle  diaphoretics,  if 
nature  be  languid  ; to  refill  the  tendency  to 
putrefadlion  in  the  decline  of  the  difeafe ; 
,and  to  carry  off  the  remaining  impurities.- 
It  would  drive  an  apothecary  to  diftradlion, 
whofe  hopes  of  fubliftence  are  on  the 
nuiTiber,  and  counteradtion  of  his  intricate 
preparations,  if  I were  to  affure  him,  on 

i 

the  general  principle  already  llated,  that  the 
Vegetable  Syrup  would  anfwer  all  thefe 
purpofes, — But  I want  not  to  enter  into 
competiton  with  apothecaries  on  this  ground

On  the  moft  minute  examination  of 
thefe  cafes,  I have  found  that  the  patients 
have  been  expofed,  after  the  infedlion,  in 
cold  windy  weather ; and  the  evacuation  of 
the  morbid  matter  checked. 

I need  not  obferve,  that  a fimilar  treat- 
ment in  the  Meafies  will  have  fimilar  effeds. 
I have  had  great  numbers  of  children, 
whofe  fpots  have  been  fiiffered  to  difappear 
from  flight  cold ; whofe  coughs  have  indi- 
cated putrefcent  vomicas  on  the  lungs,  and 

^vho 
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who  have  had  dropfical  fymptoms  from 
pbllrudlions  of  the  mefenteric  glands. 


I fliall  only  obferve,  that  in  the  Small- 
Pox  and  Meafles,  when  the  Vegetable  Syrup 
has  been  adminiftered,  it  has  affifted  diffi- 
cult eruptions ; and  no  perfon  taking  it 
has  had  the  ufual  fymptoms  in  any  great 
degree,  of  frightful  dreams,  oppreffions  of 
the  breaft,  pain  at  the  throat,  conftip^tion 
of  the  belly,  or  epileptic  fits.

Gratitude  and  judice  demand  that  I fhonld 

fend  you  the  following  account  of  the  extraordinary

every  body  elfe  who  faw  him. 

In  this  dilemma,  anxious  for  the  life  of  my  only 
boy,  I was  confidering  if  there  were  any  other  means 
to  be  tried  in  order  to  reftore  him,  when  fortunately

It  fhould  be  obferved,  that  they  were 
not  only  prefcribed  for,  but  vifited  in  a 
friendly  manner,  by  the  firft  medical  prac- 
titioners of  the  time ; of  whom  they  fpeak 
with  refpedt,  though  their  Ikill  to  them 
was  ineffedlual. 

The  laft  of  thefe  cafes  has  been  com- 
pleted thefe  three  years ; and  from  the 
zealous  and  effectual  recommendations  of 
the  patients,'  I have  had  more  confumptive 
than  any  other  cafes  under  my  conlideration. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Cheyne, 
that  confumptions  always  proceeded  from

above-mentioned,  were  founded  on  that 
opinion. 

I have  confulted,  with  anxious  attention, 
the  heft  writers  on  the  fubjed: : and  I find 
them  unanimous  in  deriving  Confumption 
from  fchirrous,  ulcer,  or  abfcefs  in  the 
lungs : thefe,  owing  to  fcurvy,  or  to  mer- 
cury, depraving  the  nutritive  juices.  Schir- 
rous  tubercles  on  the  lungs  arc  fometimes 
thrown  out  by  coughing. 

In  children,  who  conftitute  the  moft  nu- 
merous clalTes  of  my  patients,  an  atrophy, 
or  an  emaciated  Rate,  wearing  the  appear- 
ance of  Confumption,  generally  arifes  from 
a fcorbutic,  or  fchirrous  induration  of  the 
meferaic  glands.  In  thefe  cafes,  the  belly 
is  inflated,  and  all  the  fundions  of  the  child 
depraved.  I can  refer  to  children,  with 
H 2 the 
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the  countenances  of  milk-maids,  who  v/ere 
broil !<ht  to  me  with  flaccid  and  emaciated 
limbs  j > the  abdomen  diftended ; the  breath- 
ing fliort  and  difficult  j the  body  weak  and 
weary : the  bowels  fometimes  loofe,  and 
fome times  bound  ^ the  appetite  irregular  ; 
cold  food  coveted ; the  temples  collapfed ; 
the  v/hole  face  ghaftly  : the  ffioulders  pro- 
minent, like  wings  ; the  food  pafling  undi- 
gefted ; pains  at  the  region  of  the  navel ; 
the  urine  fometimes  thick,  fometimes  high 
coloured ; and  at  night,  a heat  and  thirfl: 
almofi:  intolerable. 

Learning  that,  on  diffedlion,  the  meferaic 
glands  have  been  obJffrudted,  where  the 
rickets  have  proved  fatal,  I have  applied  the 
Medicine  with  fuccefs,  where  the  feveral 
parts  of  the  childrens*  bodies  have  been 
difpropordoned. 

When  Dropfy,  Confumption,  Afthma, 
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Hedlic,  and  Diarrhpea  fupervene,  in  thefe 
cafes — they  are  generally  fatal. 

Difeafes  of  a fimilar  nature  in  youth ; 
and  particularly  in  young  women  on  the 
point  of  menftruation,  are  generally  owing 
to  going  out  too  foon  after  the  Small- Pox 
or  Meafles,  to  the  repulfion  of  cutaneous 
eruptions,  or  the  retention  of  menftrual 
matter,  which  the  conftitution  has  not  fuf- 
iicient  force  to  difcharge.  A fpecies  of 
Afthma,  called  tightnefs  on  the  bread:,  at- 
tended with  a teafing  and  dangerous  cough ; 
and  what  is  called  the  hooping  cough,  are 
owing  fometimes  to  an  ill  conftitution  of 
the  air ; but  generally  to  fudden  obftrudlions 
of  perfpiration,  to  the  improper  treatment 
of  crifes  in  the  Small- Pox,  and  other  morbid 
diforders,  or  to  the  repulfion  of  eryfipelatous 
and  other  eruptions. 

Cutaneous  efflorefcences,  and  eruptions 
to  which  young  people  with  confump-

tive  tendencies  are  very  liable,  running  of 
the  ears,  and  inflamations  of  the  eyes, 
arife  fometimes  from  a voracity  inci- 
dent to  fuch  cafes ; but  generally  from  an 
indifpolition  of  the  humours.  It  is  feen,  ■ 
in  the  following  cafe  of  Mr.  Williams,  that 
he  was  two  years  in  hourly  apprehenfion  of 
blindnefs.  The  medicine  adls,  in  all  thefe 
fymptoms,  on  one  uniform  principle.  It 
corredls  the  acrid  ferum ; procures  a deri- 
vation from  the  difeafed  parts  to  other 
emundlories  3 and  ftrenghtens  the  relaxed 
glands.— Setons,  iffues,  blifters,  are  trou- 
blefome,  precarious,  and  fometimes  dan- 
gerous. 

It  will  be  perceived,  by  the  following 
cafes,  that  epilepfy  may  attend  the  fatal 
periods  of  Confumption.  It  generally  arifes 
from  irritations  of  the  ftomach,  inteftines, 
and  nerves,  from  the  remains  of  fmall-pox, 
petechial  fevers,  healing  up  of  old  ulcers,  the 
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repreffion  of  eruptions,  &c. ; for  the  difeafe 
is  often  carried  off  by  eruption,  the  appear- 
ance of  the  menfes,  fmall-pox,  meafles,  &c. 

Chronical  epilepfies  are  generally  ad- 
judged to  be  occalioned  by  acrid  fcorbutic 
lymph ; and  they  are  commonly  treated 
with  blifters  and  ilTues. 

The  Afthma,  and  palpitation  of  the  heart 
— fo  diftreffing  to  patients  of  this  kind,  I 
muft  mention — as  by  taking  out  the  roots, 
all  the  evil  branches  have  difappeared  in  the 
ufe  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup. 

If  the  palpitation  of  the  heart  has  arifen 
from  polypous  concretions  completely  form- 
ed, the  Medicine,  has  not  cured,  though  it 
has  relieved,  by  refolving  the  juices,  and 
rendering  the  excretions  free.  If,  from 
menftrual  or  hasmorrhoidal  obftruftions,  or 
the  repulfion  of  cutaneous  eruptions,  it  has 
relieved,  with  the  affiftance  of  warm  baths 
for  the  feet.

the  cells  of  the  lungs,  of  the  arms,  flioulders, 
back ; and  at  length  occafioning  a palfy  of 
the  parts.  On  the  moft  attentive  examin- 
ation of  the  cafes  that  have  occurred  in 
Frith’-ftreet,  all  Afthmatic  complaints  have 
arifen  from  a fubtle,  acrimonious,  cauftic 
matter  ; either  external,  as  metallic  vapour ; 
or  internal,  as  fupprefied  fcorbutic  per- 
fpiration ; or  fome  virus  or  morbid  matter 
retained  and  locked  up  in  the  habit  by  re- 
pelling circumftances,  and  aftringent  rhe- 
dicines.  For  Afthma  or  Confumiption  has 
always  followed,  though  poffibly  at  a dif- 
tance,  the  injudicious  treatment  of  eryfipelas, 
fmall-pox,  meafles,  miliary  eruptions ; fcor- 
butic fpots  or  puftles  imperfectly  expelled.

or  driven  inward  by  the  bark,  healing  up 
ulcers,  repreffing  fetid  perfpiration  of  the 
feet,  or  obftrudting  any  of  the  natural  eva- 
cuations of  the  fyftem. 

In  the  deflruftion  of  this  Hydra  with  a 
thou  [and  heads,  the  Vegetable  Syrup  is 
fimple  and  uniform  in  its  operation  ^ and 
adls  by  one  power.

IN  A LETTER  FROM  CAPTAIN  DORSET  TO 
MR.  SWAINSON. 

Sir, 

I AM  forry  that  indolence  and  forgetfulnefs  have 
confpired  to  delay  my  writing  a cafe  in  which  your 
Syrup  has  been  fo  efficacious.  Your  pamphlet  alked 
for  fuch  communications,  and  I determined  to  com- 
ply with  the  requeft,  confidering  it  lefs  an  a6i:  of 
juftice  to  yourfelf,  than  of  humanity  to  any,  who 
may  labour  under  fimilar  complaints.

dire6l ; however,  the  difeafe  ftill  increafed  fo  fall,  as 
to  make  it  obvious  I could  not  live  the  winter  in 
England ; accordingly,  a fea  voyage,  and  the  South 
of  Franc^  were  recommended.  The  firft  took  up 
fix  weeks  without  being  of  the  leaf!  fervice  ; the 
climate  juft  kept  me  alive,  but  fo  much  weaker,  that 
in  the  fummer  I returned  to  England,  merely  to  fet- 
tle fome  bufinefs,  propofing  to  go  back  to  the  Con- 
tinent about  September  ; but  in  the  interim,  the  ap- 
pearance of  fome  eruptions  on  the  Ikin,  together 
with  a large  abfcefs  that  had  formed  in  my  thigh, 
led  me  to  fufpe£l  fome  fcorbutic  tendency,  and  de- 
termined me  to  try  your  Medicine,  which  I had  heard 
commended.  The  fuccefs  exceeded  all  belief,  nor 
can  I defcribe  its  effedls  better  than  by  faying,  that 
in  a fpace  of  time,  almoft  incredibly  Ihort,  I was 
well,  and  grew  fat ; confequently  all  thoughts  of  go- 
ing abroad  were  laid  afide  ! and  this  is  the  fecond 
winter  I am  fpending  without  inconvenience,  in  a 
climate  I before  could  not  exift  in.

IN  A LETTER  FROM  THE  REV.  DAVID  WILLIAMS 
TO  THE  AUTHOR. 

Sir, 

Without  the  ufual  introdudlion  on  gratitude, 
or  puyic  motives ; to  the  influence  of  which  I am 
not  infenfible  : — I will  relate  my  cafe — 

A fever  left  near  my  ancle  a livid  fpot ; in  the  cen- 
tre of  which  a pun61:ure,  almofi;  imperceptible,  dif- 
charged  an  ichor  which  difcoloured  my  flocking.  I 
applied  to  a furgeon,  who  furnifhed  me  with  a 
plaifler,  and  gave  me  medicines.  The  fpot,  taking 
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a new  appearance  and  tending  to  an  ulcer,  I confulted 
a phyfician,  who  prefcribed  pills,  and  ordered  an  iflue 
beneath  my  knee.  Under  that  treatment,  my  leg 
was  healed  : and,  on  a journey  in  the  following  fum- 
mer,  the  ilTue  was  dried  up.  I paffed  the  winter  but 
indifferently ; a cough,  to  which  I had  not  been  fub- 
je6l,  rendered  the  nights  reftlefs.  In  the  fpring,  my 
face  and  head  were  covered  with  pimples ; fo  that  I 
could  not  wear  my  hair.  I put  myfelf  under  the  befi: 
medical  diredlion  in  my  knowledge  ; and  ufed  me- 
dicine internal  and  external,  with  various  fuccefs, 
more  than  a year.  I accidentally  faw,  in  an  old  ma- 
gazine, a preparation  of  brimftone  flrongly  recom- 
mended in  cafes  like  mine,  and  I determined  on  a 
trial  of  it.  In  a few  weeks  the  pimples  difappeared  : 
but  brimflone  is  a violent  medicine  ; it  brought  on  a 
dyfentery,  from  which  I very  narrowly  efcaped,  after 
a confinement  of  three  months. 

Under  thefe  proceffes,  confumptive  fymptoms 
gradually  gained  ground ; and  I could  perceive  my 
medical  acquaintance  fought  only  to  check  them  by 
regulations  of  diet,  or  change  of  air. 

• My  engagements  being  numerous  j fome  of  them 

requiring 
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requiring  the  vigour  and  fortitude  of  the  befl:  health, 
I was  haraffed  by  the  alternate  neceflity  of  occafional 
abfence  and  immoderate  - application.  In  this  ftate, 
and  without  any  caufe  in  my  knowledge,  I awoke  in 
a morning  nearly  blind  ; my  eyes  and  the  regions 
around  them  inflamed  ; fiery  fparks  or  corrufcations 
attending  the  admilTion  of  light,  and  rendering  me 
totally  incapable  of  bufinefs. 

It  would  be  tedious  and  diftrefling  to  the  reader, 
to  follow  me  through  all  the  means  I ufed  to  attempt 
the  removal  of  that  calamity,  or  to  provide  for  fub- 
miflion  to  it.  Some  idea  may  be  conceived  of  the 
fituation,  by  knowing,  though  my  occupation  and 
amufement  were  letters,  I paflfed  two  years  without 
reading  even  a newfpapcr  ; without  eating  animal 
food,  or  drinking  fermented  liquor.  The  difficulty 
of  my  cafe  was  that  of  reconciling  the  ufe  of  mer- 
cury for  my  eyes,  with  thofe  flrong  fymptoms  of 
Confumption  which  often  menaced  my  life. 

Being  reconciled  to  the  vegetable  diet,  and  relying 
on  the  high  reputation  of  its  advifer,  I determined 
on  a journey,  and  to  remain  in  the  country  the 
whole  fummer.  I returned  in  improved  health  j but 
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my  fight  continued  weak  and  imperfe£l.  A phyfi- 
cian  of  great  Ikill  in  difeafes  of  the  eyes  was  warmly 
recommended  ; and  I put  myfelf  under  his  care.  He 
bled  me  freely ; and  ordered  pills,  compounded  of 
antimony  and  mercury  ; alTuring  me,  they  would  not 
bring  on  the  afthmatic  or  pulmonary  evils,  which 
were  deemed  my  conftitutional  diforders. 

Whenever  I took  mercury,  it  flattered  my  hopes 
but  always  to  aggravate  difappointment.  The  com- 
plaints in  and  around  my  eyes,  were  abated ; but  I 
was  fo  emaciated,  and  fhattered,  that  1 could  hold 
hardly  any  thing  in  my  hands  ; the  pulmonary  dif- 
orders returned  with  increafed  violence  ; and  the 
medicines  and  regulations  were  exchanged  for  the 
bark,  copaiva  pills,  and  a tonic  diet.  The  exchange 
refliored  my  fpirits  in  fome  degree  ; and  I walked  out : 
but  in  attempting  to  crofs  a ftreet  with  a little  ra- 
pidity, a fuppreflion  of  all  my  powers  fuddenly  took 
place,  which  were  reftored  the  inflant  I touched  the 
pavement  by  a fall.  I confidered  it  as  the  prelude 
of  fpeedy  dilTolution  : and  having  confulted  every 
man  of  peculiar  Ikill  in  my  general  diforder,  I re- 
folved  not  to  mention  the  accident  to  my  friends, 

and 
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and  to  fubmit  quietly  to  my  fate.  In  a few  days,  as 
I was  fitting  at  table,  I fell'on  the.  carpet;  and  was 
once  more  anxioufly  and  humanely  attended  "by 
medical  friends.  But  the  meafures  propofed  not 
awakening  any  hopes,  I turned  my  attention  to  the 
heft  mode  of  being  difentangled  from  all  engage- 
ments ; drew  around  me  thofe  on  whom  I could  de- 
pend in  helplefs  extremities ; and  awaited  the  llroke 
of  my  laft  enemy. 

In  this  general  Hate,  but  with  confiderable  vari- 
ations of  health,  you  found  me,- when  you  repeatedly 
called,  on  account  of  difficulties  created  by  lawyers 
in  the  purchafe  of  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup. 

The  difeafe  had  produced  one  effe61:,  for  which  I 
cannot  account.  I had  reconciled  myfelf  to  death  ;

It  was  drelTed 
with  dry  lint.  The  furgeon  faid  it  might  be  long 
in  healing,  and  advifed  him  to  go  to  the  hofpital, 
It  difeharged  a green  offenfive  matter.  He  confulted

William 
Lewis,  fon  of  Samuel  Lewis,  had  a violent  Inflam- 
mation in  the  Eyes,  and  a confiderable  eruption  about 
the  mouth.  ' On  taking  him  to  St.  George’s  Hofpitai, 
the  attending  Surgeons  apprehended  the  iofs  of  one 
eye,  if  not  both.  Being  only  four  years  old,  he  was 
made  an  out-patient,  and  a blifler  ordered  behind  the 
right  ear.  This  produced  no  good  eflecSl,  and  the 
eruption  fpread  over  his  head  ; difcharging  the  moH 
oifenfive  matter  in  confiderable  quantities.  In  three 
months  the  difeafe  had  proceeded  in  its  ravages, 
wholly  deprived  him  of  fight  in  one  eye,  and  daily 
threatened  the  lofs  of  the  other,  and  he  could  take 
very  little  food  ; when  his  danger  and  mifery  drew 
E 4 the 
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the  attention  of  William  Pulteney,  Efq.  M.  P,  who 
recommended  him  to  Mr.  Swainfon,  in  the  March 
of  the  fame  year.  Mr.  Swainfon  ordered  the  V ege- 
table  Syrup  of  De  Velnos!  in  fmall  quantities,  on 
account  of  the  reduced  condition  of  the  patient.

Patients  of  this  defcription  are  fubject 
to  deafnefs  about  the  equinoxes,  or  in 
cloudy  and  rainy  weather ; from  ferous 
humours  and  lax  nerves. 

Of  all  external  remedies,  vapours  of  the 
decoctions  of  bay- berries,  worm- wood, 
camomile,  fage,  elder,  or  rofemary,  are  the 
niofl;  innocent;  but  all  do  harm,  unlefs 
the  internal  caufe  be  removed. 

Obferve,  whether  any  eruptions  on  the 
head  have  been  prematurely  dried.

SCHIRRUS. 

TO  MR.  SWAINSON. 

Sir, 

In  January  1778,  while  at  New  York,  I had  a cold 
and  fore  throat  for  three  weeks,  ^aiid  my  left  tefticlc 
was  prodigioufly  enlarged  and  foftened.

THE  CASE  OF  J.  MAKENZIE,  DESCRIBED  BY 
DR.  SMITH. 

A Middle-aged  man,  who  had  been  for  feveral 
years  married,  and  had  long  been  free  from  venereal 
complaints,  felt  a rheumatic  pain  in  his  left  fide,  af- 
ter an  expofure  to  cold  in  the  month  of  May  laft 
year ; which  pain  afcended  and  defcended  on  the  fame 
fide  from  the  collar  bone  to  the  hip,  fometimes  ex- 
tended, and  fometimes  contradled  within  the  compafs 
of  half-a-crown,  when  it  was  very  violent,  and  at- 
tended with  a continual  remitting  fever.  In  this  way 
the  patient  continued  till  the  month  of  Auguft ; 
when  he  plainly  obferved,  all  on  a fudden,  the  pain 
go  down  from  the  fide  to  his  left  tefticle,  where  it 
occafioned  an  inflammation,  which  lafted  a week, 
when  it  entirely  left  that,  and  went  to  the  right  tef- 
ticle,  which  it  inflamed  in  the  fame  , manner.  This 
inflammation  lafted  longer,  and  was  brought  to  fup- 
puration  by  poultices ; in  which  ftate  if  continued 
three  weeks,  when  the  patient  went  into  an  hofpital, 
where  he  felt  lharp  rheumatic  pain,  with  fever,  which 

however, 
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however,  by  the  ufe  of  fome  pills,  went  olF.  No- 
thing but  poultices  were  applied  externally  for  a 
whole  month,  when  the  patient  left  the  hofpital, 
without  being  in  the  leaft  better.  The  right  tefticle 
was  entirely  bare,  having  only  a thick  green  Hough, 
very  offenfive,  but  no  great  difcharge,  lofs  of  ftrength, 
and  flight  fever.  Under  thefe  circumftances,  the 
Syrup  was  adminiftered  at  firft,  in  fmall  dofes,  which 
were  gradually  increafed : and  a common  detergent 
was  applied  externally ; which  treatment  created  a 
genuine  pus,  and  perfedlly  clofed  the  fpre.

ACCOUNT  OF  MEDICAL  PROCEEDINGS  IN  A CAN- 
CER, IN  A LETTER  FROM  A GERMAN  PHYSI- 
CIAN WALKING  THE  ENGLISH  HOSPITALS,  TO 
A FRIEND  IN  GERMANY. 

Sir, 

I CAME  to  England,  as  I propofed,  with  a view  to 
that  information  which  the  reputation  of  Englifh 
literature  promifes.  The  hofpitals  in  and  near 
London  firft  attradled  my  attention.  Magnificence 
of  ftrucSbure,  and  large  revenues,  highly  elevated  my 
expedlations  j and  you  may  imagine  my  difappoint- 
ment,  on  finding  their  medical  management  to  be  in 
general  negligent,  often  unlkilful,  and  fometimes 
cruel. 

That  I may  not  appear  to  feek  flielter  in  general 
charges,  I will  fiate  fa6ls  ; which  I think  confiderably 
afFe6t  the  medical  charadler  of  England. 

In  the  year  1787,  in  fome  vifits  I made  at  St. 
George’s  Hofpital,  a patient,  whofe  name  was  Shailer, 
attradled  my  particular  attention.  He  was  the  fer- 
vant  of  James  Allarde,  Efq.  in  Charlotte-ftreet, 

Bloomlbury. 
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Bloomfbury.  The  right  tefticle  was  laid  bare  ; the 
interior  part  of  the  fcrotum  confumed,  and  a copi- 
ous difcharge  of  pus  took  place.  He  had  been  fent 
to  the  hofpital  to  have  the  teflicle  extirpated,  which 
Mr.  John  Hunter  had  declared  to  be  the  only  method 
of  cure.  The  application  of  cauftics,  previous  to  the 
operation, ' occahoned  an  inflammation,  which  ex- 
tended to  the  left  teflicle,  and  brought  on  a fimilar 
fuppuration.  Having  waited  two  months,  the  in- 
flammation continued  ; and  his  life  being  in  imminent 
danger,  the  poor  man  was  extremely  deflrous  of  ap- 
plying to  the  proprietor  of  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup, 
by  whom  his  life  had  been  once  faved.  This  excited 
my  aflonifliment ; and  I was  very  attentive  to  a com- 
petition in  a land  of  fcience  between  the  efficacy  of 
a noflrum,  and  medical  fkill.

As  the  bleeding  ceafed,  the  dofes  were 
augmented';  and  by  the  aid  of  common  drelEngs,  and 
a nourihting  diet,  the  patient  recovered  his  ftrength  ^ 
the  wound  affumed  a frcfli  and  found  appearance  ; 
and  the  indurated  ferotum  foftened. 

In  a month  ; to- my  great  furprife,.  tl^  patient  left 

his 
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his  bed.  What  ? faid  I — Am  I to  ftudy  in  England 
under  the  proprietor  of  a noftrum  1 who,  though 
liberal  and  well-informed,  feems  to  hold  in  contempt 
many  of  the  medical  pradtices  of  his  country  ! 

An  accident  had  nearly  defeated  him,  in  the  mo^ 
meat  of  vidlory.  The  patient  was  convivial ; and 
on  getting  out  of  bed,  he  would  rejoice  with  his 
friends.  In,  pulling  out  a cork  from  a bottle  of 
wine,  one  of  the  veffels  between  his  tefticles  burft  ; 

and  occafioned  an  hemorrhage  which  continued 

\ 

three  hours.  I accompanied  Mr.  Swainfon  to  his 
affillance.  By  the  lofs  of  blood,  the  vital  powers 
were  confiderably  impaired  j but  by  a judicious  ufe 
of  the  medicine  and  diet,  the  patient  was  perfedily 
recovered.— I had  not  feen  in  any  hofpital  a me- 
dical event  fo  truly  important  1

the  liver. — If  calculi  are  not  forrhed  in  the 
hepatic  dudls,  the  medicine  will  cure,  by 
its  general  property  of  diflblving  tenacious 
liumours ; opening  obftruftions ; and'  pro-' 
moting  all  fecretions.* 

Fainting,  delirium,  melancholy,  mania 
or  hiiidriefs,  are  the  frequent  confequences 
of  obfttil'dions  of  the  menfes  the  fuppref-. 
fion*  of  hemorrhoidal’  flu5^es,  from  tranfla- 
tidns  of  humours  to  the  head,  perturbations 
of  mind,  the  ufe*  of  ftrong  wines,  mercury, 
and  other  medicines,  which  agitate  the 
humours,  and  deprefs  the  ftrength.  Thefe 
diforders  have  gone  off  in  hemorrhages, 
cutaneous  eruptions,  and  ulcers,  for  which 
I have  been  confulted ; and  they  have  en- 
abled me  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  general 
difeafe.  Thefe  circumftances  do  not  feem 
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to  be  fufficiently  attended  to,  even  by  the 
phyficians,  w'ho  moft  fuccefsfully  apply 
themfelves  to  fuch  melancholy  cafes. 

The  great  analogy  in  the  operations  of 
all  fpecies  of  virus  in  the  lymphatic  fyftem, 
would  induce  me  to  try  the  Vegetable 
Syiwp  in  hydrophobia,  or  the  madnefs  oc- 
cahoned  by  the  bite  of  a dog.

* ^ perufed  the  preceding  cafes,  he 
will  ealily  comprehend  and  admit — thefe 
fupplementary  obfervations. 

In  female  cafes,  hardly  any  occurred  In 
Frith-ftreet,  without  the  Fluor  Albus  y 
commonly  called  the  Whites. — They  pro- 
ceed from  the  fame  veflels  that  yield  the 
menftrual  blood ; ' and  appear  always  In 
habits  called  fcorbutic. — Sterility,  abortion, 
and  many  uterine  difeafes,  are  the  confe- 
quences  of  this  complaint. 

The  Vegetable  Syrup  has  always  fuc- 
ceeded ; though,  for  reafons  eafily  imagined, 
the  cafes  cannot  be  > publicly  ftated.  It 
evacuates  the  ferous  humours  in  the  firfl

Children  haye  likewife  epilepfies  and’ 
corivulfions  5 not  from^  fcorbutic  irritations,^, 
originating'  In^  themfelWsj  but  from  thie 
paflions  of  their  nurfes ; from  the  ufe  (by 
thofe  nurfes)  of  fpirituous  liquors,  mercury, 
or  any  acrid  medicines*. 

Hiccoughs  often  arife  from  obllrudted 
perfpiration ; from  gouty*  or  eryfipelatous 
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humours  repelled ; from*  mercury,  antl-* 
mony,  lead,  &c. 

Dyfenteries  prevail'  greatly  among  my 
patients,  particularly  at  the  end  of  hot,  diy, 
and  clofe  fummers;  when  the  animal  juices 
are  liquified,  and  dlfpofed  to  pu^fadlion; 
The  fudden  check  to  the  perfpi'ration  of 
thefe  corruptible  parts,  from  expofure  to* 
cold  air  at  night,  or  other  caufes,  gives' 
rile  to  this  difeafe.  It  is  prevented  by 
taking  in  the  evening  one  fpoonfuf  of  the 
medicine. — Old,  fcorbutic,  who  are  gene- 
rally Gonfumptive,  perfons;  are  peculiarly 
liable  to  this  diforder.— The  medicine  acfts* 
on*  the  fubtile  malignant  humours  in  the 
general  mafs  ; and  expels  them*  by  the 
cutaneous  pores.  By  thefe  means  the  fever 
is  abated ; and-  the  afflux  to  the  inteftines 
preventedl — Clyfters,  of  * the  fclutions  of 
gums,  commonly  given,  are  to  be  avoided ; 
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for  they  make  ulcers  foul  i and  by  fup- 
preffing  the  flux,  pen  up  the  noxious  hu- 
mours, and  heighten  the  danger  of  the 
difeafe. 

Scorbutic  patients  are  veiy  fubjed  to 
inflammations  of  the  llomach,  from  ar-. 
fenical  poifons,  which  are  adminiflered  to 
them  with  impunity ; virulent  purgatives 
or  emetics ; mercurial,  antimonial,  and 
other  metallic  medicines ; and  particularly 
from  the  repulfion  of  acrid  humours  from 
the  furface. 

Hedlicsj  flow  fevers;  dry  coughs;  fwell- 
ing  of  the  belly ; lofs  of  appetite  and 
flrength ; wandering  heats ; and  fudden  tran- 
litions  in  the  bowels  from  a loofe  to  a 
coflive'  llate ; — thefe  are  the  general  fymp- 
toms  of  latent  feurvy : and  the  patients  de- 
nominated confumptive,  come  to  me  gene- 
rally on  a milk  diet. — I always  order  whey, 
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and  not  milk ; or  milk  prepared  with  a 
little  manna,  or  conferve  of  rofes.  ' 

In  hediics — there  i5  always  a difpofition 
to  inflammation,  ulcers,  or  fchirrus  of  the 
vifcera. — Balfams,  lozenges  ; and  all  unc- 
tuous relaxahts  do, great  harm,  where  the 
diforder  proceeds  from  acrimony.  The 
fame  perfons  are  extremely  fubjed:  to  bloody 
eruptions,  or  difcharges. — In  infants,  from 
the  nofe ; in  youth,  from  the  lungs ; in 
manjiood,  from  the  hemorrhoidal  veffels ; 
and  in  age,  from  the  urinary  palTages. — 
The  great  objed  in  all  thefe  cafes,  is  not 
to  reftrain  the  flux  ; but  to  corred  the 
acrimonious  humour  which  occafions  it^ 
and  which,  if  it  terminates  in  the  corrup- 
tion of  any  of  the  vifcera,  is  mortal. 

The  attentive  reader  will  obferve,  in  the 
whole  of  this  pamphlet,  that  the  operation

Whether  the  morbid  humours  be  the 
effedl  of  external  obftrudion,  or  introduced 
by  abforption,  as  in  the  fmall-pox,  or  in  a 
difeafe  of  a more  difreputable  nature,  their 
injuries  are  on  the  lymphatic  or  glandular 
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fyftem;  by  depofuing  themfelves  in  the 
mefentery,  the  lungs,  the  liver,  ,or  the 
head,  they  produce  cholic,  confumption, 
jaundice,  dropfy,  or  palfy and  the  efficacy 
of  the  Syrup  in  thefe  difeafes,  is  not  the 
boaft  of  empyrical  vanity,  but  a fad  clearly 
accountable  on  principles  which  cannot  be 
fuccefsfully  difputed.
